During the year the Aqueduct company has connected its 
mains with the powerfulrotary pump at the Pittsfield mills, to be 
used in case of a serious fire, or when deemed necessary by the 
Fire Wards. This gives us unequalled facilities for extinguish- 
ing fires. It also obliged the Fire Wards to purchase at once 
1000 feet of new hose, as it was proved on trial that the old 
hose would nut stand the increased pressure. In conclusion, the 
Fire Wards would recommend that $1000 be raised the coming 
year for the use of the Fire department, and suggest that a sep- 
arate appropriation be made for the purchase of Berry Pond 
water.

School Report. 
To THE HoNoRABLE BOARD aera Panta aie 


As by law required, we submit the following report : 

Owing to a majority of the schools being in session at the 

present time, a full report cannot be made, but that which may 
be lacking in this will be submitted at the annual school meet- 
ing. . 
; There has been expended for the maintenance of the 
thirteen schools, during the year just closing, $6,407.63, and on 
a basis of 400 pupils, which is very nearly the correct number, 
‘it would make the cost per capita for the year, $16.02. Of the 
above sum, $1710.33 was paid for the maintenance of the High 
School, cost per capita $35.63, and $4697.30 for the other 
twelve schools, cost per capita $13.34. This calculation is 
based on the presumption that the books and incidentals would 
average to cost the same per capita in all the schools. It may 
be well to mention, in this connection, that of the above $6407.- 
63, $248.78 was expended for unusual repairs on the six 
school houses outside the village. 

With a view to bringing our schools to a higher degree of 
efficiency, it may not be amiss for the town to consider, if not 
adopt, some of the suggestions that a careful examination of the 
schools during the past year by the Board, has impressed us as 
important to the greater usefulness of the schools of this town. 

It is a source of regret to all that the schools in the country 
districts are growing smaller nearly every year, and it is a serious 
and perplexing question how to best accommodate the pupils in 
such sections so that they may obtain the largest benefits from 
the school money that properly should be expended for them. 
Take the Ring district with its five pupils, which has received 
the past year for teachers’ services for twenty-four weeks $144,- 
00, ur $28.80 tuition for each pupil, which is $1.20 per week for 
each one; also there is the Tilton Hill disuirict, with an atten- 
dance of six pupils, only four of which belong within the bounds 
of the old district. This school has received for the services of 
a teacher for twenty-one weeks the sum of $126.00, or $21.00 
tuition for each pupil, whicn is $1.00 per week for every one. 
Now this is not referred to with the idea that too large an ex- 
penditure has been made in these districts, as it will be observed 
that both of them had a limited amount of schooling, but ic is 
for the sole purpose that the town may understand the situation 
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in these localities, and we trust an adjustment may be reached 
that will give to them greater advantages in the near future. 

We are convinced by the observations cf the past year 
that our schools should have a more careful supervision, and 
especially 1s this indicated in those schools we call “graded.” It 
must be evident to the most casual observer that if each grade 
is not held strictly to its specific work, that the instruction that 
should be imparted will be entirely lost to the pupil unless it is 
made up in some higher grade, which can only be done at the 
very serious detriment to the work of the grade where the 
attempt is made to supply the deficiency. Governor Ramsdell, 
in his inaugural, has called the attention of the state to this 
matter in the following words: ‘The importance of skilled 
supervision of schools is gradually attracting deserved attention.” 
Charles R. Skinner, state superintendent of New York, says, in 
an able article on education: ‘Wise, effective and judicious 
supervision will do more to inspire and encourage teachers to do 
the best work of which they are capable than any other agency.” 
A further consideration of the supervision of schools, as it may 
be adapted to this town, with suggestions, will be in order at the 
annual school meeting. 

There has been an inclination, of late years, to decry, as of 
minor importance, thorough instruction in the fundamental 
branches of an English education, and it has been carried so far 
that the crop of students coming from our educational institu- 
tions have found themselves, very often, sadly deficient in the 
necessary qualifications for the positions they may wish to 
occupy, and there is a demand being made, all over the coun- 
try, that more attention be given to what is termed a ‘*Common 
School” education. Mr. Skinner, before quoted, says: ‘‘That 
our schools need to hold closer to the fundamental purpose 
underlying the establishment of our school system—the prep- 
aration of our boys and girls for life—for citizenship. We need 
to produce better readers, writers and spellers, better students 
in arithmetic, geography and grammar.” 

We might add testimony after testimony, but when we take into 
consideration that not over one in ten throughout the country 
ever goes beyond the Grammar school, and that of this number 
not much more than one in ten of those that do go higher ever 
has use for any other than an English education, it must be evi- 
dent that such a course should be most carefully guarded.
